In six y ears after that 
in 19 02, he married Hester Ju d k ins 
of Ind ianapolis. Ile was a prominent 
man in lod ge circles, haring been a 
Mason since 18 53, and a member of 
the Od d Fellows lod ge since 18 6 7 . 
Three grown sons 
su rv iv e 
him. 
They are: Charles of Delphi, Dr. Al­ 
len of Wilk inson and Milton of Ok la­ 
homa. 
He is 
also su rv iv ed by his 
wid ow and thirteen grand child ren.

Mr. Benjamin was a v ery pi-emi­ 
nent man, hav ing led a v ery activ e 
life, and ev en at the ad v anced age of 
sev enty -nine y ears, he cond u cted a 
ju stice of }>eace cou rt in Carthage. 
He was a highly re>j>eeted citizen and 
had many friend s who will mou rn 
his d eath. lie was one of the witnesses 
in the famou s whiteeapping case here 
last y ear. 
The d eceased was born in Athens, 
Ohio, Au gu st 25, 18 30, and spent his 
boy hood d ay s in that city . He was a 
schoolmate of 
Bishop Moore 
and 
Bishop McCabe, two 
of the 
most 
prominent bishops in the Method ist 
Episcopal chu rch. 
Ilis career as a sold ier was bril­ 
liant and check ered , he hav ing been 
in the serv ice two d ifferent times. He 
enlisted in the Mex ican war at the 
age of six teen y ears and was im­ 
med iately chosen corporal of Co. B. 
Second Ohio regiment. 
He is the 
nex t to the last Mex ican, war v eteran 
in the cou nty . 
John Ligon of New 
Salem who was in the same war, 
su rv iv es him. 
Mr. 
Benjamin was 
chaplain of the Mex ican war v eterans 
in the State. 
When the Civ il war brok e ou t he 
promptly enlisted in the Union army 
and went to the front as captain of 
Co. I, Thirty -ninth Ohio Volu nteers, 
lie was later mad e captain of Co. B, 
102d U. S. Cav alry . 
He was in the 
Civ il war fou r y ears. 
Du ring his 
serv ice in the Mex ican war he was 
sev erely wou nd ed once and was in 
the hospital for some time. 
Mr. Benjamin began to preach in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, in 18 54, after be­ 
ing ord ained a minister in the Meth­ 
od ist Episcopal ehu rehs at Piq u a, 0.

ment was made to th e representativ e 
of th e Associated Press by Command­ 
er Robert E. Peary : “ I am th e only 
wh ite man wh o h as ev er reach ed th e 
north pole, and I am prepared to prov e 
it.” 
“I h av e already stated pu blicly th at 
Cook h as not been to th e pole. Th is I 
reaffirm, and I will stand by it, bu t I 
decline to discu ss th e details of th e 
matter. 
Th ese will come ou t later. 
I h av e said th at Dr. Cook’s statement 
th at h e h ad reach ed th e pole sh ou ld 
not be taken seriou sly , and th at I 
‘h av e h im nailed’ by concrete proofs 
to su pport my statement. 
In six 
month s y ou probably will get th e 
wh ole story .” 
“It wou ld not be policy for me to 
enter u pon a fu ll debate with th e su b­ 
ject as it now stands.

Two of th e Eskimos were disabled 
at Cap® Colu mbia, one su ffering from 
frozen feet and th e oth er from a se­ 
v ere inflamation partly du e to th e 
same cau se. 
Dr. Goodsell gav e th em 
su rgical attention and left th em in 
th eir igloos u ntil h is detach ment re­ 
tu rned from th e north ern trip. He su p­ 
plied th em with ample prov isions. Th ey 
greeted th e retu rn of th e pa rty with 
manifestations of great 
delig ht. One 
of the disabled Eskimo® was h au led on 
th e sledges to th e sh ip a t Cape Sh eri­ 
dan, a distance of ninety miles.

First Public Utterance Since Con­ 


g ress Adjourned. 


Boston, Sept. 15.—Before 2,000 men 
representing the combined business in­ 
terests of Boston, President Taft’s 
first public utterance since congress 
adjourned was made in this city last 
night. 
The occasion was a banquet 
g iv en in M echanics’ hall, the largest 
auditorium in B o s to n , by the Boston 
chamber of commerce, and it marked 
the beginning of the president’s 13,000 
mile trip through the country . 
The features of the president’s ad­ 
dress were his endorsement of the 
proposition to establish a central hank 
in connection with currency reform, 
his words of high praise of Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
head of the national monetary com­ 
m ission, and his repudiation of any 
attempt to start sectional strife in the 
country such as that which he attrib­ 
uted to Gov ernor J ohnson in “ calling 
upon the w est to organize ag ainst the 
east.” Among the g uests were cabinet 
members, 
diplomats, 
congressmen, 
clergy men and distinguished business 
leaders. 
The president was most 
heartily greeted, and at a reception 
preceding the banquet many shook 
hands with the ex ecutiv e. 
The occasion was the beginning also 
of a chain of social ev ents in which 
the leading cities of the United States 
will eng ag e in friendly riv alry to ex cel 
in hospitality ex tended to the nation’s 
head. 
The standard established by 
Boston was calculated to be consistent 
with the celebration of a project of 
g reat moment to Boston and New Eng­ 
land, namely , the merging of Boston’s 
three leading commercial bodies, the 
Merchants’ association, the Associated 
Board of Trade and the Chamber of 
Commerce into one organization, and 
at the same time constituted fitting 
env ironment for the deliv ery of Presi­ 
dent Taft’s first public address since 
the adjournment of congress.
